There are thousands of people buy 
ing and selling wheat, wrote an econ 
omist recently, who could not even 
tel) a field. of wheat from a field of 
any other grain. . ‘ 

With a view to dispelling some ot 
this ignorance of Western Canada’s 
primary product we commend the | 
following, which has been gleaned 
from a recent issue of a financial pub 
lication, The information should be 
of interest at least to some of the 
thousands: of people above referred 
to. 

Wheat, it appears, is a seed that 
is planted and grown t> keop ti>pro 
ducer broke and the buyer crazy. It 
is planted in the spring morigagea 
in the summer and lost in the fall. 
Its quality varies according to the a- 
mount of rain or frost experienced 
during the growing season.

We have placed the title for this 
article in the form of a request rath- 
er than of a command or a threat. It 
might weil) be regarded as a plea for 
the protection of children, It would 
be in the interests of all, but it is 
the children who are _panticularly 
menaced by the careless, thoughtless 
or ignorant individuals who spit pro- 
miscuoushy. ; : 

The germs of disease jive and mul- 
tiply in the human body. A persor 
may have such germs in his body ana 
yet be apparently well. There arc 
thousands of persons with tubercu- 
losis who do not know that they havc 
the disease, and tihese persons are 
passing out myriads of germs in 
their sputum. 

These germs leave the body in its 
secretionis, and tthe most common way 
is in the socretion of the mouth and 
nose. Mouth and nose _ secretions 
should aways bo thought cf as con 
taining disease germs, and should be 
avoided accordingly. 

There is no reason for spitting as 
so many do. It is simply a bad ha- 
bit which should never be started. If 
it is already a habit, then it should 
be broken without delay. It is not 
only disgusting to other people, but 
it constitutes a very ‘real danger to 
them. 

In the act of spitting droplets are 
sprayed around, and as other individ- 
uals come in contact with these drop 
lets, they are exposed to infection by
